dead.

StiU, at the same 
time, these stories may serve to show 
that instances of premature burial are 
by no means so rare as doctors and un- 
dertakers would have the public believe.

Mr, 
Commissioner Kerr held that a barge 
vhich had a jury-sail up to assist the 
owers was a sailing vessel, and held 
icr in fault for a collision which oc- 
urred in Barking creek between her 
nd a sailing barge, on the ground that 
he could and ought to have keptoutof 
he way. Her owners appealed, and it 
vas contended on their behalf that she 
otild not reasonably be considered as 
a sailing vessel, because a vevSsel could 
nily be a sailing vessel when it could 
•omply with the niles laid down for 
•ailing vessels, such as tacking to port 
irid starboard. UeMiies if she were a 
>ailin£ vessel phe v\oulcl have to carry 
icielights, and a canal barge with-side- 
ights was a thing unheard of. The 
court did not think it necessary to de- 
•itle this point, because the appellants' 
>arge, having a motive power of two 
nots, could be kept out of the way by 
wrting, and so dismissed the appeal 
ivith costs. " The judges added that 
when the question of what was asail- 
ng ship came to be decided it would 
ave to be very carefully considered, 
is there were a mmiiier of important

DEAD IN A DOCTOR'S OFFICE.

Gitilbury Burled Alive? 


Tho Berucnt Register of this week con- 


tains a singular story el a fatality at tbe 
town of Atwood. The Registtr says: 


Mrs. James Qadbury dlei suddenly and 


the circumstances surrounding her death 
have caused a great talk and even eiclte- 
ment In that village. 
She bad been in 


good health and had on the morning of 
her death put aut a big washing at her 
home, six miles northwest of Atwood. 
With her husband she went to tbe office 
of Dr. Bennifleld. 
Tho husband went 


out for a few minutes. 
When he oaiue 


back tho doctor told him that his wife 
lad had a spusin and was then uncon- 
scious. He was then trying to revive her. 
3e said she had said nothing after her 
lusband went out but bad fallen over as 
f in a faint. Finally be said that the 
husband had better call another doctor. 
Dr. Rideout was called and be said that 
the woman was dead and had been dead 
twenty mlnnt°s. 
Th« body was removed 


to the borne of U. S. Gbarrett and the 
funeral set for 11 o'clock Friday morning. 
It was noticed that the body remained 
warm, the cheeks of a healthy color and 
the lips pink. This caused considerable 
comment all day Friday, when the time 
came for moving tho body to the church 
;he women present raised the most stren- 
uous objections and said that tbe funeral 
should not be held. It was then pnt off 
for one day. Up to Saturday a short 
time before the hour for tho luneral the 
body was warm and there was no change 
in its appearance. There wan much dlg- 
cuseion among tbe people of the town aa 
:o whether or not the woman was really 
dead. Two doctors examined the body 
very carefully and said there was no 
doubt that lifo was extinct. 
This did not 


stop the talk and even after the funeral 
that day some expressed the fear, so It is 
said, that the woman was still alive. 
They fear that she was burled alive. Tho 
doctors explained the life-like appearance 
by saying that she was an unusually 
large and healthy woman and that there 
was an unusually slight change after 
death, but insist that there Is no reason 
for the stories ' being circulated. An in- 
quiry as to the cause of death, somewhat 
informal was held by Justice of the Peace 
J. W. Merrltt at Atwood and tha doctors 
testified. 
They said death was caused by 


heart disease. '

A WOMAN'S LAUGHTER. 


It Im More Llki- a Child'* Than • 


Mun'H. 


Women do not, as a- rule, laugh at 


jokes. They generally laugh to reward 
the teller of a good thing, and not for 
mirth at the tiling told. In this way a 
woman fulfills a most definite duty, for 
<he laughs even w hen the story does not 
come off well. Her lautgli would not be 
so temperate or so punctual if it de- 
pended upon a senso of hnmor. It is 
somewhat between a chiki'.s laughter 
and a man's, but most like a child's. 
At almost every stage of his early years 
a child lauglis for mere movement, and 
not for comedy or deri.sion at all. A 
little humor there may be in the earlier 
sense of the word. He laughs at the, 
humors and antics of a rather elder or 
rather more enterprising child; but al- 
ways from gayety and for iuU-rior rea- 
sons of abounding" breath and blood. 


Granted that a \\oman has a small 


sense of humor, she si ill owes her laugh 
to th-e humorists—eu'ii to the oiisuc- 
ceasful. It is a positive debt. If she 
were, held to the duty of criticism it 
would be othervu.se; but, us it ]S, she is 
committed to nothing. }ler laugh is 
no evidence in the connection of humor 
and wit, and it is but just that in this, 
too, public opinion should reiieveherof 
responsibility. For nothing but an ex- 
pected silence or a half-hearted smile 
should be held really nnswerable. If 
slic were to enter upou the way of criti- 
cism she would be more or less unready, 
it might be necessary to explain things 
to her, which confessedly w oukl be very 
dull. 


Besides, the laugh of judgment and 


criticism is apt to be, on fit occasions 
also a laugh too much from the heart; 
it takes deeper tones, and is no longer 
the treble note, undrowncd. No; men 
who invent the jokes may laugh at them 
the open laugh of appreciation; women, 
if they would be kind, must be more im- 
partial. 


A feminine laugh, too, has to be dec- 


orative, and so should be the laugh of 
gayety rather than of humor. There 
can hardly be a. question as to the 
sweetest laugh to be. heard among na- 
tions of women—it is surely the French 
woman's. She has the softest warble 
of ail. If doves v>ere not so serious, 
they might remind us of Parisian 
wom- 


en laughing1 together. 
The Italian 


laugh, is happy enough, but it is not 
quite so Independent of the subject of 
laughter; it has a jollity all its own. It 
is somewhat uncivilized, but needs no 
civilizing. But its principal character- 
istic is the coatralto tone proper to the 
woman who is to the la-st somewhat of 
a peasant. The laughter of English 
women is too various for any brief de- 
scription.

Some Ei>«cn*lal» to the Comfort of the 


Patient. 


In arranging the sick bed the two es- 


sential things to be thought of are the 
comfort of the patient and, after that, 
the convenience of the nurse. 


The bedstead should be firm. 1 ig'ht and 


simple. If it is firm, it cannot- be easily 
jarred; if it is light, it can be easily 
moved; and if itis simple, iteaiibeeas- 
ily kept clean. All these requirements 
are met in the plain 
iron, bedstead. 


which has the additional advantage that 
its width and beighth are adapted bobh 
to the needs of the patient and the con- 
venience of the nurse. 


If the bedstead is light, it is better to 


have only the head-end provided with 
castors, otherwise the bed will move 
too easily. By lifting- the foot end oil 
the floor the bed can be moved and 
guided without causing the patient the 
least discomfort. 


The mattress should be sufficiently 


soft and yielding to be perfectly com- 
fortable for the patient, but not so 
yielding «s to allow his body to sink into 
it. It is very difficult- to make a sick per- 
son comfortable on a saggy mattress. 


Fe-ather beds should' never be used in 


cases of sicklies?. They are uncomfor- 
table for the patient, it is impossible to 
keep them clean-, almost of necessity 
they keep the patient's body unneces- 
sarily warm and they ire extremely in- 
convenient for the nurse. 


To prevent the mattress from becom 


ing soiled, a good-sizsd piece of water- 
proof material—preferably a rubber 
blanket—slhould be smoothly ?preacl 
over it before the under sheet is put on. 
This sheet should be large enough to be 
securely tucked under the edges of the 
mattress, and the greatest care should 
be taken to smooth out all the creases. 


The pillows should be thoroughly 


aired (it least once a day, and whenever 
the pillow slip becomes soiled, or damp 
with perspiration, H cleanoneshould be 
substituted. Chang-ing- and shaking up 
tfie pillows when they have become 
hard and mussed is a small service, but 
very refreshing to the patient. 


The covering- far thesickbed—other 


than the top sheet—should vary ac- 
cording to the temperature of the room, 
the nature of the sickness, the feelings 
of the patient and theseaspmof the year. 
Whatever these condHionB, the covering 
should be as light asifl consistent with 
the comfort of the patient.—Youth's 
Companion.

AN OFFICE HORROR 


Fiendish Murder of C. L, Blasting 


in a Lawyer's Office at 


Jacksonville. 


FOUND DEAD COVERED WITH BLOOD 


Assassin's Attempt to Make It Appea 


that His Victim Committel Sui- 


cide—Former Business Asso- 


ciate Under Arrest. 


Jacksonville, 111., April 3.—A fearful 


tragedy took place in this quiet city Sun- 
day night, and tbe most distressing fea- 
ture of the affair is tbe suspicion which 
points to one of tbe most exemplary citi- 
zens of the place. Charles L. Hastings, 
an abstract clerk in tbe law office of 
Tudge E. P. Klrby, was found in tbe 
office yesterday morning dead, with over 
100 outs on bis body and the room show- 
ng evidences of a fearful struggle. Tbe 
walls and furniture were smeared with 
ilood. and on tbe floor could be seen 
traces of tbe struggles the man had made 
to save bis life. The cutting was evi- 
dently done with a pocket knife and to 
Dover bis tracks tbe assassin bad cut tbe 
wrists of the murdered man so as to eon- 
•ey the idea of suicide, but the body bad 
oo many wounds in the back which 
3ould not possibly have been made by the 
man himself. 


The large vault In which tbe boobs of 


be office were kept was tbe first scene of 
conflict.

oors were blood marks, and on tbo In- 
Ida shelves were tbe same ghastly traces, 
'rom them the combatants bad Strug 
glod arouad the room, as shown bv the 
ilood marks on the walls and desks, to a 
joint naar tbe door.

man had evidently hoped to escape by 
aking out his keys and unlocking the 
loor, and it was there that be received tbe 
laaviest blow, which caused the blood to 
purt on tbe wall and run down in 
treams. Tbe door Is at tbe end of tbo 
pnrtiuant and there be bad caught tbe 
;nob, bnt a final cut finished him. Tbe 
ilood was sent through under the door 
ntu the hall beyond, on the stairway 
down to the street, blood stains being 
ound on the street door, both on the out- 
itie and inside. 


Hastings was generally a very quiet 


nan, but some time back he and C, L. 
Jraper bad been employed in the same 
'ilico, and bad bad a disagreement, and 
)raper bad resigned and set up an ab- 
tract office of bis own, and, being an ex- 
lert, bad built up quite a good business. 
Junior has it that some one acquainted 
with the lay of the land had been inside 
ho vault a number of times tbe pust few 
months and bud mutilated the books and 
itber contents, and Mr, Hastings had de- 
termined to ferret out tbo intruder. It is 
upposed that whoever he was was detect- 
d in the vault whicb showed the blood 
tains and tbe contest took place as told.
